I he Diagnosis Is Not Pile Cure 


The easy American way out of the siege 


of despair about being able to catch up to 


the Russians in the m issiles race is to as­ 


sum e everything is going to be all right 


from now on. 


The Arm y’s Jupiter-C has lofted a satel­ 
lite. The Air Force's Thor should be able to 
do even better. There is still hope the N avy's 
Vanguard. America is beginning to orbit. 
But this is one tim e when the easy Ameri­ 
can way out of a bobble in public affairs 
could lead to ruin. Diagnosis is not the cure 
the disease that has slowed down reaction 
tim e in Washington. 
Even the diagnosis has not been finished 
yet. Before any cure can be started. Congress 
and the commander-in-chief of the 
arm ed 
forces, who says he is going to give the 
m atter his personal attention, m ust have a 
showdown on the big question about the m is­ 
sile lag that has been 
asked 
and 
never 
answered. 
Has the trouble been a shortage of money? 
Or has the trouble been a surplus of bur­ 
eaucratic bum bling’ 


IT WILL MAKE a trem endous difference in 
the next few years whether U S. tapayers 
are going to be stuck for a net addition of 
billions to the defense budget, on the theory 
that if the Defense D epartm ent spends enough 
money it will get what it needs: or w hether 
the Defense D epartm ent is going to be liber­ 
ated from 
the b u r d e n of its own fat­ 
headedness. 
This all goes back to a question that skept­ 
ics began to ask last October when the 


first signs of hysteria over the Sputniks ap­ 
peared: 
Would the United States m ake the m istake 
of trying to overtake the Russian rocketeers 
by burning money without adding prudence 
to it first? 
The answer to date seem s to be that the 
United States is going to put its trust in 
money. W hatever is wrong with the Defense 
D epartm ent and w hatever is wrong with in­ 
terdepartm ental relations is going to be su­ 
gared shut and glossed over with larger ap­ 
propriations. But that will not cure anything. 
It will not even put a half-ton satellite into 
an orbit, which is the current standard of per­ 
form ance for pulling abreast of the Russians. 
In fact, now that the initial glow of ac­ 
complishm ent has been enjoyed, the U.S. sa t­ 
ellite is a more pointed rem inder of what 
hasn't been done than what has been done. 


IT COULD HAVE been put there two years 
ago. That is the claim being m ade now. 
But it was not put there until last Friday 
night. That is the fact. And until there has 
been a tooth-rattling rearrangem ent of the 
Defense D epartm ent and the over-all con­ 
ception of the federal governm ent’s respon­ 
sibility for giving taxpayers the longest pos­ 
sible run for the fewest possible dollars, the 
sam e thing that caused Explorer to be two 
years late will be causing tardiness in other 
things, too. 
Nothing has been changed by 
the 
first 
U.S. satellite, except popular confidence in 
the ability of the United States to bumble 
through if given enough time.

W hatever else m ay be forthcoming in the 


high-pressure cam paign to m ake Congress 


shell out money for education, we hope there 


will be no repetition of an eve-gouging state­ 


m ent by Adm.

We doubt that the adm iral m eant to bor­ 
row the tactics of people who never m iss 
a chance to attack advertising. We suspect 
he m erely swallowed some statistics som e­ 
one else provided for him. without noting 
the hook. 
The particular statistic in point is that the 
average U.S. family spent $199 for advertis­ 
ing in 1951 while the amount spent for pri­ 
m ary and secondary education per family 
was $152. The effect of this comparison is 
to m ake it sound as if advertising was being 
carried on at the expense of education. 
A m an of Adm. Rickover’s 
intelligence 
knows better than that. Education in the 
United States is m ade possible by the pro- 
ducivity of enterprise. Advertising helps to 
produce the wealth that pays for education. 
It is as im proper to com pare some bogus 
per family figure for advertising with an­ 
other bogus figure for education as it would 
be to com pare the co^t of education with 
the cost of national defense, for exam ple. 
or the cost of building highways, or exterm in-

Our sym pathy is with the Navy in its two 
Vanguard fiascos—not the brass-bound part 
that nabbed responsibility for Project Van­ 
guard but the perspiring part that is trying 
to carry out a tough assignm ent under ex­ 
trem e difficulties. 


In a word. our sym pathy lies with the kind 
of Navy men who hustled canvas for John 
Paul Jones, ran torpedoes for F arragut, stoked 
boilers for Dewey and m ade air strikes at 
extrem e range for Mischner. We don’t know 
how m any of them are directly involved in 
the business at Cape Canaveral, but we 
can guess how m any of them are gritting 
their teeth on ships and in ports all over 
the world.

We’ll 
bet one atom-powered subm arine against a 
jury-rigged dinghy the Navy7 will beat the 
deadline by plenty. The last tim e the Navy 
looked bad was Pearl H arbor—and everybody 
knows what happened after that!

Uncle Sam will not fall for Khrushchev's 
proposal to m eet at the sum m it and begin 
with the soup and lead, up to the “ m ain 
dish” in m atters of m ajor im portance. He 
doesn’t want to get dead locked in a sea of 
crackers, sardines and cheese * mixes and is 
dem anding a square m eal with square pur­ 
pose and square menu, fooling nobody at the 
table.

property and cash, disclosed that 
Jim Hoffa could be brought into 
court again. 
“ If the occasion should arise. 
Hoffa could again be put on trial 
for the very purpose of removing 
him .” the Judge revealed. 
“ He 
could have his day in court. The 
outcome would depend on what 
kind of showing the monitors m ake 
and w hat proof they bring against 
him in the event they come to me 
and recom m end his rem oval.” 


THROUGHOUT the conversation 
the judge affirm ed and reaffirm ed 
his intention to “ ride herd” on 
the union and the monitors. 
There appeared no doubt in the 
justice’s opinion that the chair­ 
man 
of 
the 
monitoring 
board 
would, in effect, be the union’s 
trustee or m aster in the judicial 
sense. 
Judge Letts said he was rely­ 
ing heavily on form er Judge N a­ 
than Cayton, the board’s chair­ 
man, to direct the wiping out of 
the 
corrupt 
influences 
which 
brought the national spotlight and 
sham e to some T eam ster chiefs. 
“ The court retains jurisdiction.” 
Justice Letts explained. “ It very 
- definitely retains supervisory pow­ 
er and can take any necessary ac­ 
tion 
upon 
reports 
and 
rec­ 
ommendations of the monitors. 
“ There is no question I will take 
action if the occasion arises. The 
monitors certainly do have the pow­ 
er and I ’d be greatly disappointed 
if they don’t recognize it. 
“ I talked very fully with Judge 
Cayton. And he understands that. 
I selected him because he was 
available to put in the necessary 
tim e and labor. I’m banking on 
him very fully Cayton will spend 
a great deal of tim e on the T eam ­ 
sters Union and I have told him 
that is m y desire. There is every 
reason why he should be active,” 
the justice added. 


“ JUDGE CAYTON will have to 
do a great deal of work first in or­ 
der to prepare himself to do a 
real job. I expect to com pensate 
him for doing this.” 
I asked Judge Letts what the 
Board of Monitors would be paid. 
The judge said there had been no 
settlem ent yet of fees. 
“ We’re still in the dark on this.” 
he replied. “ A rbitrators custom ­ 
arily are paid from $100 to $200 a 
day plus expenses. I expect to see 
that the Board of Monitors are 
well paid. It is impossible now to 
estim ate how much tim e and work 
will be involved.” 
As soon as the operational de­ 
tails are settled the monitors are 
expected to launch their investiga­ 
tions and not be m erely a band of 
royal kibitzers in the T eam sters’ 
m arble 
palace. 
T hat’s 
obvious 
from the Judge’s reply to a ques­ 
tion on w hether he would move 
in again. 


"CERTAINLY,” 
he 
retorted. 
“ But the m onitors would have to 
report to me and have proof of 
their charges. Then this court will 
move. The court retains the inher­ 
ent powers to deal with any situa­ 
tion within the purview of the ap­ 
pointm ent of the m onitors.”

should set a precedent for other 
unions charged with corruption. 
If this Board of Monitors car­ 
ries out the spirit of this decree, 
^it will m ake history. 
“ It will be a very salutary thing, 
not only for the Team sters but for 
all labor unions, in the interest 
of the workers against the m a­ 
chinations of their m anagers,” said 
the Justice. 
“ If they carry out my orders 
it will be a great thing for the 


rank-and-file. If the monitors do 
what I hope they’ll do, it will be a 
landm ark for all unions because 
these unions are going to be under 
scrutiny and their abuses cannot 
rem ain hidden.” 
In everything Justice Letts said, 
the 
em phatic 
refrain 
that 
he 
will act if the m onitors don’t. 
“ I thought and I hope and I 
truly believe that the opportunity 
is here for a great piece of w ork,” 
he sum m ed up for the people.

Drop Dead, Palefaces!

Nothing that has happened since 
the 
St. 
Louis 
Browns 
v/on 
an 
Am erican League pennant in 1944 
has given 
the 
m orale 
of 
the 
downtrodden such a 
lift as that 
tim e in North Carolina when the 
Robeson C o u n t y Indians smote 
down the Kluxers. 
The rum ble is continuing. 
The 
local politicos 
have 
caught 
the 
spirit of the thing and are com­ 
ing out for the Indians. 
Statistically, this is the situa­ 
tion iii Robeson County — 40.000 
whites, 30.000 Indians 
and 25,000 
Negroes. The Indians are m em ­ 
bers of the Lumbee tribe, whose 
ancestors were well dug in as long 
ago as the 16th century and have 
hung on midst storm 
and 
strife 
ever since. 
Most of us. though living on a 
continent where we originally were 
trespassers, have had no dinvn 
contact with the so-called aborig­ 
ines, which is an honoraole resig­ 
nation. 
m eaning 
the 
“ earliest 
known inhabitants.” This is a trib­ 
ute to the success of the early 
trespassers in getting rid of the 
original inhabitants. 
The Lumbees h a \e been an ex­ 
ception; 
t h e y 
have 
not 
been 
easily rid of in the past. and 
they seem to have retained their 
tenacity right up to the present. 
What m arks their collision with 
the Kluxers as something out of 
the ordinary is the fact they are 
enjoying favor in public opinion, 
which is something that hasn’t hap­ 
pened since the era of Jim Thorpe 
and the Carlisle Indians. 
I am perhaps typical of millions 
of Americans whose acquaintance­ 
ship with Indians has been almost 
nil. Our neighborhood gang 
used 
to m ake me be an Indian in cow- 
bov-and-Indian w arfare, because I 
was a downtrodden type by nature. 
But apart from feeling r kinship 
on that basis, Indian., in this coun­ 
try are strangers to me. 
One sum m er I worked with a 
rem arkable laborer who was mixed 


Indian and Negro and picked up a 
wealth 
of 
practical 
information 
from him about how to be happy 
though sweating. 
For a few wonderful years as a 
college student, I 
adm ired 
the 
dignity and beauty of the wife of 
an assistant coach who was a full­ 
blooded Indian. 
On a vacation jaunt into Wis­ 
consin one year I saw some Indian 
settlem ents in the Menominee Res­ 
ervation and saw Indians cultivat­ 
ing “ wild rice.” 
On another 
vacation 
jaunt 
in 
Canada. I becam e acquainted with 
m y Indian guide and watched in 
am azem ent one n i g h t when a 
husky Indian picked up m y wife in 
a square-dance set 
and 
whirled 
her through the air like a sack of 
husks. 
And that has been the limit of 
my actual knowledge of the people 
who f o r m e r l y had proprietary 
rights in North America. It is no 
sparser than the knowledge of m il­ 
lions of Americans like me. 
But the Lumbees 
have 
stirred 
my interest. They apparently have 
retained a proprietary sense and 
principle that places them in na­ 
tural opposition to the kind of peo­ 
ple who put on funny costum es and 
figure on scaring their intended 
victim s into submission. 
For once 
in 
a 
good 
m a n y 
lifetim es, the idea has taken hold 
that the Indians should be allowed 
to win a skirm ish with the whites. 
Actually, they won a lot of skirm ­ 
ishes while they were still on the 
warpath, although they were des­ 
tined to lose the w ar. But now. 
for a change, it is perm issible to 
cheer for them. 
So, rem em bering how my play­ 
m ates used to m ake 
m e 
bite 
the dust in the cowboy and Indian 
w ars and being still bitter about 
the way they never gave me the 
benefit of the doubt even when I 
out-skulked ’em. here’s a cheer 
for the Lumbees . . . 
Wodl, wodl, wodl, woooo! Drop 
dead, palefaces!

Form er President Trum an didn’t 
give the American people the full 
story of the episodes concerning 
Gen. Eisehower and Gen. Mac­

s a y — due 
either to faulty 
memory or to 
carelessness. 
When Mr. Trum an deals with 
the 
reputations 
of other 
public 
men, he adm ittedly fancies him ­ 
self always in the political arena 
where anything goes. 
Thus, for instance, Mr. Trum an 
said that in 1945 he discouraged 
Gen. Eisenhower from seeking the 
presidential nomination and argu­ 
ed that “ a m an at the top with a 
m ilitary reputation” shouldn’t do it 
because he “ could only have that 
reputation sm eared if he went into 
politics.” 
In the book by Gen. Eisenhower, 
published in 1948, he relates that 
at Potsdam in 1945 Mr. Trum an 
told him: “ General, there is noth­ 
ing that you m ay want that I won’t 
try to help you get. That definitely' 
and specifically includes the presi­ 
dency in 1948.” 
Mr. Trum an in 1945, of course, 
wanted to be a candidate to suc­ 
ceed him self in the 1948 election. 
Everything that he says about the 
alleged position of Gen. Eisenhow­ 
er occurred before the 1948 cam ­ 
paign. 


MR. TRUMAN stated t h a t he 
has in his possession a copy of a 
letter which the general wrote to 
a New Ham pshire newspaperm an, 
giving reasons why a m ilitary m an 
should not be president. Mr. Tru­ 
m an gave the im pression that this 
letter has never been m ade pub­ 
lic. Actually, its contents were pub­ 
lished when the letter was w ritten 
in January 1948, long before Mr. 
Eisenhower 
decided 
in 
January 
1952 
to 
accept 
the 
presidential 
nomination if it were offered him. 
Another striking error in Sun­ 
day’s television talk by Mr. T ru­ 
m an was his claim that Gen. M ac­ 
A rthur was fired because he was 
“ insubordinate” and because “ he 
disobeyed 
orders 
directly.” 
The 
facts w ere stated by Gen. M ac­ 
Arthur in February 1956, when he 
issued a statem ent replying to sim ­ 
ilar charges in the “Trum an Mem­ 
oirs.” The general said: 
“This belated claim of insubor­ 
dination is m ade by him not as a 
public official but as a private citi­ 
zen. In m aking it he conveniently 
ignores the fact that the m em bers 
of the Joint Chiefs oi Staff, my 
m ilitary superiors in the conduct 
of the Korean 
war, 
specifically, 
categorically and unanimously de­ 
nied under oath before the joint 
senatorial com m ittee investigating 
the reasons for my relief that I 
had ever been guilty of insubor­ 
dination and 
the joint-committee 
m em bers them selves in the report 
m ade at the conclusion of the hear­ 
ing were in complete agreem ent 
upon this point.” 
Mr. Trum an, in his television 
speech last Sunday, also said that 
Gen. 
M acArthur 
had 
sent 
“ an 


article” to the 
m agazine 
U. 
S. 
News & World Report and did not 
send a copy to the White House or 
to the President and that he found 
a copy in the press room of the 
White House and “ suppressed it.” 


THE FACT is that it w asn’t an 
“ article” for this particular m aga­ 
zine but it was the text of a m es­ 
sage sent at the request of the 
com m ander - in - chief of the Vet­ 
erans of Foreign W ars for delivery 
at its m eeting in Chicago in Aug­ 
ust 1950. The m essage had been 
distributed in advance, as is cus­ 
tom ary, to the press in this coun­ 
try. The m agazine in question ob­ 
tained on a Friday from the press 
relations office of the Chicago con­ 
vention 
an 
“ autom atic 
release” 
for publication of the M acA rthur 
m essage in the issue coming out 
on the following Monday. 
When Mr. Trum an saw a copy 
of the m essage on Saturday m orn­ 
ing, it is true it was discussed at 
a m eeting of high officials and, on 
instructions of the President, an 
order was .sent to Gen. M acArthur 
directing him to withdraw the doc­ 
um ent from publication. The gen­ 
eral prom ptly obeyed the order and 
on Sunday the VFW notified the 
press that the m essage was to be 
withheld. But it was too late —the 
m agazine’s copies containing the 
text of the m essage were already 
in the m ails to subscribers for 
Monday delivery. The Chicago T ri­ 
bune, learning this, also printed 
the text on Monday morning, as 
did other newspapers. The general 
was in no way responsible for the 
accident of publication. There was 
no “ disobedience” involved. 


THE MESSAGE, as Gen. Mac­ 
Arthur said in his statem ent a year 
ago, was a “ routine” com m unica­ 
tion to a veterans’ organization 
and “ norm ally would have attract­ 
ed little attention other than from 
those who might 
have secretly 
harbored the ultim ate intent to sur­ 
render Form osa to Red Chinese 
control.” 
Mr. Trum an 
him self 
evidently 
didn’t take this episode too seri­ 
ously at the time, because a month 
later, when the spectacular land­ 
ing at Inchon resulted in world­ 
wide acclaim >for Gen. M acArthur, 
the form er President himself not 
only joined in the praise then but, 
after a m eeting with the general in 
mid-October of the -sam e year at 
Wake Island, gave out statem ents 
laudatory of Gen. M acArthur. 
What really caused Gen. Mac­ 
A rthur’* rem oval was something 
else — he was politically in dis­ 
favor with H arry Trum an. WTien, 
for instance, inquiry was sent to 
the general by the minority leader 
of the House of Representatives, 
asking for information on certain 
F ar E astern 
problems, 
and 
the 
general replied — never thinking 
the letter would be m ade public— 
the form er President did not like 
the political furor m ade 
by 
the 
publication of the letter. 
Mr. Trum an had a right to dis­ 
m iss Gen. M acArthur for political 
reasons or personal reasons if h« 
wished to do so — but it ill be* 
comes him to tell millions of Am er­ 
icans today tha* a heroic general. 
who was himself once chief of staff 
of the Army and knew m ilitary law 
as well as anyone, actually “ dis­ 
obeyed orders” and was “ insubor­ 
dinate.”

For Art’s Sake?

WASHINGTON 
One nice way to save a whop­ 
ping chunk on your income tax 
is to have (A) a lot of income 
to start with and <B) some object 
of art, like an expensive painting. 


The 
rest 
is 
simple. 
For 
ex­ 
ample, take M ortim er Mistletoe, 
a fat cat with an income of a 
million dollars a year. 
Like everyone else he’s allowed 
to deduct up to 20 per cent of his 
taxable income for charitable con­ 
tributions, 
provided 
he 
actually 
gave that much to charity. For 
M ortimer that 20 per cent deduc­ 
tion 
on 
a 
million-dollar 
income 
would be $200,000. 
But M ortim er’s trouble was that 
he never gave $200,000 a year to 
charity. In fact, he never m an­ 
aged to hand out m ore than IO 
per cent—or $100,000—of his one 
million that way. 
H e’d still like to find some way 
to deduct the m axim um $200,000 
allowed him. Then he hits on an 
idea which the Internal Revenue 
Service has approved. I f s an idea 
which already m ay be at work in 
some art m useum you visit. 
For instance: You m ay see a 
picture adorned with the nam e of 
some individual and the inform a­ 
tion that the picture is on loan 
from him to the m useum. 
This is what M ortim er does. He 
has some paintings worth a m il­ 
lion 
dollars. 
He 
decides 
to let 
some public art gallery have the 
use of them for part of the year. 
Say that in his case it was a 
tenth of a year. 
It isn’t a loan. He must deed 
the pictures to the gallery for a 
tenth of the year. He keeps them 
in his home for the other nine 
tenths. 
But for deeding the pictures to 
the gallery for a tenth of a year 
he can knock a tenth of their 
worth off his income tax for that 
year. Since they're worth a m il­ 
lion dollars, that would be $100,- 
000. 
That 
$100,000. 
added 
to 
the 
$100,000 M ortim er is deducting for 
charitable contributions, 
g i v e s 
him a total, perm itted deduction 
of $200,000, or 20 per cent of his 
million-dollar Incom e. 
What happens next year? 
He 
can repeat the dose, giving the 


gallery an added tenth ownership 
of his pictures, and so on year 
after year until he has taken off 
as tax deduction the one million 
dollars the pictures were worth 
originally. 


At the end of that tim e the m u­ 
seum gets full possession of the 
pictures. 
M ortim er 
can’t 
take 
them home any m ore or knock 
anything m ore 
off his tax 
for 
deeding the pictures to the gal­ 
lery. 


Suppose, instead of doing things 
thin 
way, 
M ortim er 
willed 
his 
paintings 
to 
the 
m useum . 
He 
couldn’t take a dim e off his in­ 
come tax for that, since he’d be 
in possession of the pictures until 
he died. 


But, after he died and the m u­ 
seum got the pictures, the full 
value of them could be deducted 
from the tax on his estate.

David Hill, assistant state veter­ 
inarian. at a recent meeting o f the 
Co lumbiana 
Co unty 
Dairy men’s 
Co uncil, pr|)vide fo r the applica­ 
tio n o f the ring test o f rnilk each 
six mo nths and a blo nd test o f 
herds no t included in the ring test 
each three y ears. 
In Co lumbiana Co unty , the blo o d 
test fo r re-certificatio n will begin 
next fall so as to be co mpleted by 
May 1959. 
The co unty was declared a mo d- 
itied, certified brucello sis 
f r e e 
area as o f May 1956. 
It was the first Ohio co unty so 
certified. Samples fo r the m i l k 
ring test will be taken at the milk 
plants rather than fro m farm-to - 
farm and suspicio us herds will bei 
blo o d tested as part o f the co ntro l 
pro gram. 
Dr. Hill said the blo o d lesi be­ 
ginning next fall will be applied 
to a p ercen tj|e o f all herds no t 
selling milk to co mmercial milk 
plants. The co unty will then be re­ 
certified in May 1959 
Under the new state law. Dr. 
Hill ^aid reacto rs no t pro mptly 
dispo sed o f will be branded and 
herds with such reacto rs will be 
quarantined until the reacto rs have 
go ne to m arket. Herd o wners wish­ 
ing blo o d tests in additio n to the 
pro gram will emplo y t h e i r o wn 
veterinarian. 
One-third o f the herds in the 
co unty were infected with brucel­ 
lo sis 10 y ears ago , acco rding to 
reco rds in the state veterinarian’s 
o ffice. Infectio n has been reduced 
to less than 5 per cent o f the herds 
and less than 1 per cent o f the cat­ 
tle. the requirement fo r a mo di-| 
ficd certified area.

Brucellosis Control 
To Continue In 


LISBON — Plans for control of 


brucellosis in cattle in Columbi­ 
ana County, as outlined by Dr. 
David Hill, assistant state veter­ 
inarian. at a recent meeting of the 


Columbiana 
County 
D airym en’s 
Council, provide for the applica­ 
tion of the ring test of milk each 
six months and a blood test of 
herds not included in the ring test 
each three years. 
In Columbiana County, the blood 
test for re-certification will begin 
next fall so as to be completed by 
May 1959. 
The county was declared a mod­ 
ified, certified brucellosis f r e e 
area as of May 1956. 
It was the first Ohio county so 
certified. Samples for the m i l k 
ring test will be taken at the milk 
plants rather than from farm-to- 
farm and suspicious herds will be 
blood tested as part of the control 
program . 
Dr. Hill said the blood test be­ 
ginning next fall will be applied 
to a percentage of all herds not 
selling milk to com m ercial milk: 
plants. The county will then be re-1 
certified in May 1959. 
Under the new state law. Dr. 
Hill $aid reactors not promptly 
disposed of will be branded and 
herds with such reactors will be 
quarantined until the reactors have 
gone to m arket. Herd owners w ish-1 
ing blood tests in addition to the 
program will employ t h e i r own 
veterinarian. 
One-third of the herds in the 
county were infected with brucel­ 
losis IO years ago, according to 
records in the state veterinarian’s; 
office. Infection has been reduced 
to less than 5 per cent of the herds 
and less than I per cent of the cat­ 
tle. the requirem ent for a modi­ 
fied certified area 
By use of the 
ring and blood tests it is expected 
that the county will continue its 
certified status, the council said.!
